Sydney’s multi-million dollar Hakoah Club 
has served notice on the Philips Soccer Lea- 
gue, threatening to discontinue its support 











and financial involvement. 


The threat came in a speech by the club’s presi- 
dent, Frank Lowy, at last week's annual general 
meeting, which was attended by only about 40 


members. 


Lowy told the meeting that the Hakoah 
Club may well be forced to “reassess its 


financial involvement”’ in the PSL. 


This situation is brought about by the fact that 
“the game has not caught on with Australians. 


People are just not coming to the games.” 


If his warning turns into 
reality, it will mean the dis- 
appearance of Sydney City Ha- 
koah, the most successful 
outfit'in the PSL. 

In 198] the club was not only 
the champion, but also scored 
the most goals on the way to 
its third title, provided the 
Coach of the Year (Eddie 
Thomson), had the NSW 
Player of the Year (Ian Sou- 
ness) and gave five of its 
players to international 
squads. 

In spite of these achieve- 
ments and the announced aim 
of repeating them this year, 
crowds at home games were 
tiny. 

In his speech, Lowy looked 
for reasons outside the club for 
this and other general short- 
comings of the game in 


Australia. 

“For too long central con- 
trol of the sport has been in the 
hands of people who are not 
connected with clubs,”’ he 
said. 

“And it is the clubs that 
bear the consequences of the 
decisions made by these 

ple."’ 

He slammed the present 
system, under which ASF ex- 
ecutive members are “not ac- 
countable." 

“Control should be in the 
hands of experienced people. 
Maybe then success will fol- 
low.’ 

The Hakoah president stated 
that the PSL must receive a 
substantia! share of soccer’s 
sponsorship dollars, which

should be funnelled into ad- 
ministration, marketing and 
Subsidies on travel. 

“Either major changes are 
made or there will be no pro- 
gress for the sport in Austra- 
lia. 

“In that case the Hakoah 
Club — as distinct from 
Sydney City — will have to re- 
assess its financial in- 
volvement. 

“We simply cannot go on 
losing a quarter of a million 
dollars each season without 
seeing some improvements,” 
Lowy said.

Soccer’s playing 
second fiddle at 
sports institute

Being one of an elite group selected to 


d attend the Australian Institute of Sport on a 


soccer scholarship is a dream shared by 
youngsters Australia wide. 
It’s as close to a soccer apprenticeship as you 


can get in this country. 


Hellas-Hakoah youngster Robbie McLach- 
lan was one of the young pioneers who at- 
tended the inaugural year of soccer at the in- 


stitute in 1981. 


Melachlan experienced 
the problems of a sport fight- 
ing for recognition against es- 
tablished sports such as ath- 
fetics and swimming. How- 
ever, by his own admission, 
he “wouldn't haye swapped 
his scholarship for anything 
else.” 


“Being at the institute was a 
great experience,"’ he said, 

**] remember when the pos- 
sibility of me going there first 
arose. Someone rang from 
Canberra and said that I was 
on the reserve list for a schol- 
arship. If one of the other boys 
dropped out I would get my 
chance. 

“I was really excited when I 
received another phone call 
shortly afterwards and was 
told that I had won a part 
scholarship to attend AIS. 

‘“‘The scholarship covered 
my food, board and medical 
expenses. 

“Our Director of Coaching, 
Jim Shoulder, didn’t arrive for 
the first two or three weeks 
that I was there so we were 
left with no coach, 

“When Jim arrived our 
daily program soon took 
shape. We would get up at 
about 7.15am for breakfast 
then head off to the Indoor 
Sports Centre. Most of our 
work there involved physical 
stuff. We would work-out with 
weights and use the exercise 
machines. We varied our rou- 
tine too. Sometimes we would 
use the basketball courts to do 
shuttle work or exercises with 
ropes and medicine balls. 

‘Five of the boys went to 
college throughout the day. 
The others worked. 

“We would get together 
again at about 4.30pm for skill 
work. Just about everything 
we did in this session involved 
using a ball and we also 
worked out tactical stuff like 
set pieces. Sometimes we 
would play practice matches 
on Wednesday evenings. 

“It was a bit of a struggle 
when we first started playing 
in the youth league. We didn’t 
have a big squad and just a 
couple of injuries stretched 
our resource of players to the 
limit, 


“‘And travelling proved very 
costly for the institute. In the 
end we travelled to Sydney 
games in a small bus. 

“‘We weren't as privileged 
as some of the other sports at 
AIS. The netballers, for exam- 
ple, had about 20 pairs of 
runners each! All other sports 
were far better catered for. 
We didn’t even have a ground, 
consequently we had to use 
Bruce Stadium for home 
games and training matches. 

“Soccer at AIS is a great 
idea. What’s really needed is 
the sort of financial backing 
which the Kimberley Clark 
company announced reece. 
When I was there we would 
aa the bus, say, to get to 

Sydney games. People in the 
office would ask us to hand ina 
form in triplicate for the use of 
the bus. Then they’d reject the 
application. They didn’t even 
realise that we were obligated 
to play league games on a 
home and away basis! 

“The trip to the UK really 
opened all our eyes. It showed 
us what top level professional 
soccer is all about. Here we 
would get keyed up for a game 
against Marconi’s youths but 
we knew that when we played 
against the weak Canberra 
youths that the match would 
be a walkover. In the UK 
every game is tough. We 
played against Sunderland, 
Newcastle and Darlington 
among others. 

“*My scholarship to AIS only 
was for one year. Frankly, I’m 
not sure that I would have 
wanted to go back this year. I 
just didn’t seem to have 
enough time to combine my 
college studies with my work 
at the institute. 

“There will be a lot of new 
faces there this year. We had 
problems even getting to train- 
ing last year. We ended up 
piling into just two cars. 

“The future of soccer at AIS 
though, looks good, provided 
that strong financial backing 
can be maintained. 

“The biggest asset to the 
boys there would be to get ac- 
commodation close to the 
training area. Even with all 
the problems though, just at- 
tending AIS is an experience 
not to miss.” 
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I could add many more. 


What is needed desperately 
is a publicity machine for each 
State League, a machine that 
will promote the leagues and, 
more important, promote the 
stars so that the public is moti- 
vated to come along to see 
them.

While on the subject of 
stars, events of recent months 
surely must have convinced 
club administrators that it Is 
in their best interests to pro- 
mote and to cultivate “‘star’’ 
names. 


Some years ago we saw 
Adrian Alston moving to Luton 
Town. Then John Kosmina 
went to Arsenal and most re- 
cently we've seen Peter 
Sharne going to Hong Kong for 
$50,000 and Tony Henderson to 
the US for $80,000 


Stars are what the game is 
all about. Brisbane Lions were 
known for many years for 
mighty defenders Jim Hermis- 
ton and Col Bennett. Everyone 
looked up to Marconi because 
it was packed with. star names. 
Heidelberg is known for Gary 
Cole and Jimmy Rooney, and 
South Melbourne Hellas has 
developed into a new all-star 
team to replace the Marconi of 
old, although Marconi itself is 
working hard at recapturing 
its old glamor 


Stars are a valuable asset 
for any club. Not only do they 
draw spectators, but they have 
a very high resale value. 
Sharne and Krncevic for 
example, had a poor 198} sea- 
son, yet even so, Sharne fet- 
ched $50,000, and Krncevic 
currently is valued at $30,000, 
although Melbourne Croatia 
probably will get him for about 
$10,090 less 


Stars do not have to perform 
at their brilliant best week in, 
week out. No player is capable 
of that, 


However, once they have 
achieved their status, they do 
not lose it quickly, if at all. 


It is partly the job of the 
media to promote players as 
stars — not every Tom, Dick 
or Harry, but those who truly 
deserve it, 


Secondly, the clubs must 
play their part in building up 
these guys. They can only gain 
by it, as Marconi has found

Tony Henderson 
of Marconi left for 
the United States 
on Sunday to final- 
ise the richest con- 
tract yet offered to 
an Australian-based 
player. 

North American 
Soccer League 
(NASL) club Fort Lau- 
derdale Strikers is to 
pay Henderson 
$150,000 over three 
years and provide him 
with a car and air 
tickets back to Aust- 
falia at the end of 
each season. 

The strikers also will 
pay Marconi a transfer 
foo of $80,000. 

Marconi certainly has 
struck it rich, having al- 
ready sold Peter Sharne 
for $50,000 and Jim Muir 
for $3000 to Hong Kong 
club Eastern, and Peter 
Brogan to Blacktown for 
$5000. That makes a total 
of $138,000 from the sale 
of four players, including 
Henderson. 

Now Marconi coach 
Domagoj Kapetanovic is 
faced with the task of 
baving to rebuild the

t according to Mar- 
coni secretary George 
Keith, the club will not 
necessarily look for a 
centre back to replace 
Henderson. First, he 
said, Kapetanovic will 
give young Steve 
Calderon the chance to 
earn that position. 

Henderson, 28, is sorry 
to leave Marconi. He was 
appointed captain this 
year, but he says the 
Fort Lauderdale offer 
simply is too good to 
refuse. 

The offer came “‘out of 
the blue’. "i just got a 
phone call one day, and 
that was thatr,”’ he says. 

‘‘Apparantely Fort 
Lauderdale’s coach, 
Eckhardt Krautman, 
was over in West 
Germany in January, 
looking for players. He 
talked to Rudi Gutendorf 
who recommended me, 
That was a surprise in it- 
self, ” 

Henderson will be in il- 
lustrious company in the 
US. His team mates will 
include none other than 
two World Cup players — 
Teofilo Cubillas of Peru 
and Bernd Hoelzenbein 
who played in the West 
German team that won 
the Cup in 1974. 
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Peru's star player 
Teofilo Cubillas 


The Strikers also fea- 
ture an old friend of Hen- 
derson'’s, Ray Hudson 
who played for New- 
castle United in England. 

If negotiations are 
finalised in time, as they 
should be, Henderson’s 
first game for the Stri- 
kers will be on April 2. 
They meet the mighty 
New York Cosmos in the 
fifth round. 

However, Henderson 


is adamant he will return - 


to Australia when his 
three-year contract ex- 
pires. ‘I don’t think I 
could live in the States 
permanently,’’ he says. 
“Besides, I like Aust- 
ralia too much to stay 
away for very long.’’ 
Looking back over his 
five years in Australian 
soccer, Henderson says 
they were highlighted by 
his game for Australia 
against the Cosmos in 
front of a 50,000 crowd in 
Sydney, and his transfer 
to Marconi from 
Canberra City. 
He joined Canberrra 
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mote the Philips League 
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Bernd Hoelzenbein (centre), who will be Tony Henderson’s team-mate In the US, is 
pictured at Eintracht Frankfurt with Trinkleln and Koitka (right) after Frankfurt had 


gone 15 games unbeaten in 1976. 


for the start of the 
Philips League in 1977, 
after having played for 
two years in South Africa 
for the East London 
club. Previously he was 
with Rotherham in Eng- 
land for four and a haif 
seasons. 


Having played mostly 
as stopper or sweeper, 
Henderson has con- 
fronted all the best for- 
wards in Australian soc- 
cer. The most difficult 
opponents, he says, have 
been Gary Cole (Heidel- 
berg), Ken Boden (Syd- 
ney City), Mark Koussas 
(Sydney Olympic) and 
Alun Evans (South Mel- 
bourne Hellas). 


“I’m glad I’ve never 
had to play against Eddie 
Krneevic, I can tell 
you,”’ he adds. Krncevic, 
of course, was Hender- 
son’s team mate at Mar- 
coni until the end of last 
season, when he decided 
to return to Melbourne, 
Krncevic still is trying to 
get a transfer to Mel- 
bourne Croatia but his 
$30,000 transfer fee is 
proving prohibitive. 


As he prepares for his 
American adventure, 
Henderson talks about 
the possibility of Austral- 
ian soccer being boosted 
by the US approach. 

“Instead of importing 
players left, right and 
centre, we should be 
more selective and pick 
only players of ex- 
ceptional quality and 
reputation, as they have 
done in the States,’’ he 
said. 

*‘Cost would of course 
be a problem, but I 
reckon sponsors could be 
found for a player with a 
big enough name.

In ten momentous minutes Sydney 
Olympic recovered from a two goal defi- 
eit, was reduced to ten men when Peter 
Raskopoulous was sent off yet almost 
saatched a memorable victory over Hel- 
delberg but for a goal-line clearance by 
John Yzendoorn. 

Action, excitement, flair and skill — all 
are the hallmarks of the young Olympic 
outfit. 

There's something delightfully unpre- 
Gictable about Olympic. Graham Jen- 
nings, Jimmy Redfern, Peter Katholos 
and Tommy Gavin simply love taking on 
opponents, running at them hard, feinting 
this way and that, eager to get past. 

Once the ball travels into Olympic’s 
attack it’s switched around at a rat-a-tat- 
tat pace. 

Often though, Olympic loses possession 
and the recovery charge starts but once 
the ball is won back the Olympic troops 
come storming forward again. 

Yet the Sydney based team treads a 
tightrope in defence as it gropes its way 
forward trying to spring its offside ploy.

That leaves acres of room behind for pow- 
erful off-the-ball runners like Heidelberg’s 
Gary Cole to eat up as he charges onto a 
through ball.

These two misses would 
prove crucial. 

Olympic argued with linesman Jim 
Brennan after Cole again broke away onto 
a masterly switch of play by Ken Taylor 
and stroked the ball past the stranded 
Wilson to make it 2-0. 

The game suddenly swung around. Hei- 
delberg’s area took on the appearance of a 
Peking main road in peak hour. Bodies fla- 
shed by in every direction as the Bergers 
were being pressured into hammering the 
ball away first time 

Now came a piece of genius which every 





coach dreams of. Tommy Gavin warmed 
up then came off the Olympic bench and 
replaced Martin Rogers in the 75th min- 
ute, 

Gavin immediately was involved. 
Strangely he wasn’t picked up and he 
bobbed up all over the place. 

He beat Heidelberg keeper Jeff Olver in 
a race to a through ball, tapped it to one 
side and Mark Koussas reduced the home 
side's lead. That was in the 80th minute. 

Somehow, Heidelberg’s discipline 
cracked. Rare though it may be, the 
Bergers just couldn’t keep out Olympic 
which was bubbling over with keenness to 
get in a strike at goal. 

Peter Raskopoulous thundered a free 
kick straight at Olver in the 83rd minute.

Peter Katholos screamed encouragement 
to his team mates. Even with 10 men, 
Olympic wasn’t going to sit back. Indeed, 
but for Yzendoorn's sliding clearance jn 
the last minute the visitors could have 
clinched a stunning victory.

Wilson too has been a great 
acquisition for his native NZ. 

Born in Christchurch, he 
first stood between a pair of 
goalposts when he was five 

old. 

“I was just thrown into 
goalkeeping because, frankly, 
I couldn't play anywhere else. 
I'm not like so many other 
keepers who aspire to play 
centre forward. I enjoy keep- 
ing. It lets me be individual 
within a team set-up. 

“Lev Yashin, the legendary 
Russian keeper and England’s 
Gordon Banks, were my child- 
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hood heroes. I met both of 
them when they played with 
touring teams in NZ. I absolu- 
tely idolised them; not just as 
great keepers but they were 
great statesmen as well, for 
soccer and for their respective 
countries.” 

Wilson represented his dis- 
trict at under-12, 14 and under- 
16 levels before progressing 
into the NZ under-2ls for four 
years. He joined Christchurch 
United in 1975 and got his 
chance to wear the jersey of 
the first choice keeper when 
current Newcastle KB keeper, 
Phil Dando, was injured. 

The following year Wilson 
moved to New Brighton where 
he played for two seasons. At 
the end of his second year he 
headed for the UK. 

“I trialled with Brighton 
and Playmouth Argyle. I had 
the opportunity to stay at both 
clubs but that would have 
meant being one of three or 
four keepers. I wanted a rege. 
lar game. A friend of 
back in NZ had set a trial for 
me with Dutch club Feyenoord 
so that’s where I ended up. 

‘Feyenoord had two 
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H. NICHOLSON 


keepers at the time. It was a 
top club. It has some of the 
best facilities in Europe. 

“| was supposed to be there 
only for four weeks but 
were pleased with me so 
stayed for the rest of the 
season and played 22 reserve 
team games and we wen the 
reserve team championship. 

“Feyenoord offered me a 
contract to turn full-time in 
May, 1978. That's when the 
Dutch Immigration author- 
ities stepped in. They had dis- 
covered that I had been in Hol- 
land illegally for six months. 
Feyenoord tried everything to 
get me a work permit but | 
needed to come from a Eu- 

Economic Community 
country rather than from NZ. I 
had no choice but to go. 

“To emphasise how tough 
the authorities can be there, 
the following year Feyenoord 
signed a Czech coach and it 
took over six months to get a 
work permit for him. 

*‘My brother was in Van- 
couver in Canada and I de- 
cided to join him. I played with 
Vancouver Whitecaps at the 
same time as my Preston 
team mate Gary Ward. You're 
not going to believe this but 
just the other week Gary and 
me were talking about the 
Whitecaps and he couldn't re- 
member me and I couldn’t re- 
member him yet we were 
playing in the same team. 

“While I was overseas the 
NZ team was selected for a 
couple of matches. I must be 
honest and say that I was very 
disappointed with the select- 
tion because | thought there 
were a few players in the side 
who didn’t deserve to wear a 
NZ strip. 

“I returned back home and 
played with Nelson United. 
The first few months of the 
season were good for me and I 
caught the eye of John Ad- 
shead who was organising a 
squad for a game against Aust- 
ralia in Auckland. It was my 
first senior international.” 

That was in 1979. Australian 
coach Rudi Gutendorf blasted 
the referee for allowing the 
game to be played in what he 
described as terrible condi- 
tions, Australia lost 1-0 but the 
game represented much more 
to the Kiwis than mere vic- 
tory. 

‘That was a very important 
game. It really was the clash 
of the coaches. Rudi was ex- 
perimenting with a great 
many players and that game 
gave him a chance to put into 
practice his ideas about how 
Australia should play. It was 
John Ashead’s first game‘as 
NZ coach so both coaches were 
sort of on trial if you like. 

“The game was played in 
very heavy conditions, the 

itch was waterlogged. This 
didn’t suit the Australians. 
They were more skilful but we 
were the better team. 


“We were like national 
heroes after that win. It was 
the first time in something like 
25 years that we had beaten 
Australia. It also was a 
boost for Adshead. The NZF 
retained him for the rest of 
that year then hired up to do 
the World Cup job. 

“In the past World Cup qual- 

ifying campaigns Australia 
always was our stumbling 
block. We just couldn’t pro- 
gress into the later qualifying 
tages. 
“The big thing was that we 
always thought of ourselves as 
the underdogs. We had an infe- 
tiority complex but winning 
that game in Auckland 
changed all of that. Every NZ 
player realised that we could 
beat Australia. 

‘“‘We went on a world tour 
later in the year. It was a bit of 
a mixed bag. We had good 
results and a couple of bad 
ones too, We started off in the 
Middle East playing in Ku- 
wait, Bahrain and Dubai. It 
was very interesting to watch 
the way they played the game. 
They had good individual 
players and we knew that with 
all their money these Middle 
East countries could soon de- 
velop into a force in soccer. 

“Next stop on tour was the 
UK. Again with mixed suc- 
cess. England B beat us 4-1 in 
London. 


“Generally though the im- 
portance of the tour was seen 
in our new-found belief in our- 
selves and each other. We re- 
alised that we were capable of 
competing against these full- 
time players.’’ 

When the World Cup quali- 
fying series got underway the 
draw was such that Australia 


faced up to NZ at the Mount 
Smart stadium in Dunedin. 
“The standard of soccer in 


‘that game was poor, probably 


because of the tension. Both 


view we were Vv pleased. 
We had come back t' times 
to eventually share the points. 
“But it was after that 
match, when we went on a tour 
of Asia playing against other 
countries in our group, that we 
got the jump on Australia. 
“That tour was a master 
stroke by Charlie Dem E 
the chairman of our World Cup 
organising committee. It was 
ingenious the way it was or- 
ganised. We faced tougher 
teams Jater in the tour when 
our confidence was sky high. 
And een had come through 
about five qualifying games 
while Australia only had 
played one game. That In- 
creased the pressure on them. 
“I have to say that our win 
against Indonesia was the best 
performance I'd seen from a 
NZ side. The Indonesians 
really fancied themselves you 
know. They thought that they 
would fight for top spot in the 
qualifying series with Austra- 
lia. About 105,000 Indonesians 
packed into the ground. The at- 
mosphere was electric. This 
was Inondesia’s first quali- 
fying game and they just had 
recorded some very good 
results against touring sides. 
“After the first 15 minutes 
the game was fairly even but 
we put them under pressure 
for the next five minutes and

opened the scoring. From that 
moment on until well into the 
second half we simply didn't 
give the Indonesians the ball.

“The crowd went wild and 
tried to set the stadium on fire. 
Riot police were called in, 
They had to fire tear gas into 
the crowd, The loss was taken 
as a national insult. I believe 
that about six guys who played 
against us were never heard of 
in Indonesian soccer circles 

That game finished 
chance Indonesia had of - 
fying. 

“So when we faced up to 
Australia in Sydney we were 
coinfident. The early goal was 
a bit lucky but our second goal 
couldn’t have come at a better 
time. That gave us more 
points in the group than we had 
anticipated. That game reall 
finished the battle to see whic 
country would qualify for the 
next stage.” 

That next stage pitted the 
Kiwis against Kuwait, China 
and Saudi Arabia yet many 
people thought that the New 
Zealanders could get to Spain 
seeing as how they only had to 
finish in the top two in a four- 
nation group. 

“Our big advantage was our 
organisation, both in defence 
and attack. Adshead always 
stressed this. We also were a 
very settled side and Adshead 
said that no other nation in the 
groups was as organised as us. 

eep our organisation tight 
and we would be heading on 
the road to Spain.

The direct TV cov- 
erage of all of our games was a 
real boost for the game back 
home and it was estimated 
that the TV audience for each 
of our games was about 
1,500,000. That’s about half of 
the total NZ population! 

‘We're national heroes over 
there and the lads decided of 
their own accord always to 
make themselves available 
whenever possible to meet 
people and sign autographs 
and the like. We spend a lot of 
time with the kids in NZ. 
They're the future. You have 
to look after them.” 

Wilson's experience of Aus- 
tralian soccer now is in its 
fourth year but the path across 
the Tasman was made partic- 
ularly rough by his own soccer 
association. Indeed, when Vic 
Fernandez, then coach of 
Canberra City, tried to si 
Wilson the NZFA slapped $20,- 
000 on his head. So too with 
Duncan Cole, another Kiwi 
with Canberra.

Wilfried van Moer when he captains Belgium against holder Argentina in the 











opening match of the World Cup in Barcelona on June 13. 


Many may wonder what all 
the fuss is about. 

van Moer is not a small-screen 
hero. A stocky, balding 37-year-old, 
he does not look much like a foot- 
baller. He rarely breaks out of a 


' sedate trot, he always appears to be 
_ hovering on the edge of the action 
/ and, more often than not, he plays 
only for around 60 minutes before 


being substituted. 

Only those in the Nou Camp Sta- 
dium in Barcelona will be able to ap- 
preciate his talents to the full. 

van Moer is the grand master of 
the unexpected. Despite his apparent 


) lack of pace he floats away from his 


marker like a ghost, gliding past de- 


__ fenders with nonchalant ease before 


realeasing perfectly-weighted passes 
of radar accuracy. 

Television viewers do not always 
see the best of van Moer. The unpre-

This describes his decision to 
recall the little midfield general in 
1979 as ‘“‘a poker player’s gamble 
that came off’’. 

He returned to score a crucial goal 
in Belgium’s 2-0 victory over Portu- 
gal which did much to book its place 
in the eight-nation playoffs for the 
1980 European Championship in 
Italy. Another goal and fine display 
in the next match against Scotland, 
which Belgium won 2-0, meant van 
Moer was back in the team to stay. 

In Italy, he became a familiar 
sight at the heart of the Belgian side 
at the ‘‘Red Devils’ surprised every- 
body by going all the way to the final 
before losing to West Germany by a 
last-minute goal. 

van Moer’s brilliant form con- 
tinued into the World Cup qualifying 
ties. Nevr hurried and always on 
hand when needed, he was a contin- 
ual inspiration as Belgium emerged 
from a tough group which included 
France, the Netherlands and Ireland, 
to become the first side apart from 
host Spain and Argentina to gain a 
place in the finals. 

Thys, who seldom singles out 


players for special praise, makes an 

exception in Van Moer’s case. ‘‘He’s 

a great player with exceptional class 
and vision,’’ says the manager. 

For van Moer, the Belgian Foot- 

_ baller of the Year in 1966, 1969 and

it has been an extraordinary 
return to the top. His best years ap- 
peared to be behind him when he re- 
turned on a free transfer in 1978 to 
play for Beveren — the side he first 
joined as a teenager in the late 1950s. 


But his shrewd prompting from 
midfield has become a key to the 
Belgians’ success, with devastating 
strikers Jan Ceulemans and Erwin 
Vanderbergh thriving on his service. 


van Moer is the sole survivor from 
the Belgian side which went to the 
1970 World Cup in Mexico and includ- 
ed such fine players as Paul van 
Himst and Raoul Lambert. 


An unassuming and modest man, 
van Moer is married, has one tee- 
nage daughter and owns a cafe in the 
town of Hasselt. At club level, he has 
played for Beringen and Antwerp as 
well as Beveren, bgut had his best 
years with Standard Liege in the late 
1960s and early 1970s when he collect- 
ed three league championship med- 
als. 


The series of broken legs, which 
began in an international against 
Italy in 1972 in Brussels, seemed to 
have put an end to his career. Re- 
markably, it did not and van Moer 
has gone on to collect 51 caps. 


Although stiil prone to injury, Thys 
says van Moer has found a new lease 
of life. Aided by Anderlecht stars 
Ludo Coeck and Franky Vercaute- 
ren, he has helped build a powerful 
midfield.

Anybody involved with Soccer and particularly those involved- 
at youth level will have vivid memories of the World Youth Cup 


held in Australia in 1981. 


Generally, when World Cup competition ends, people tend to 
forget it for a while as the next one is four years pending, 

Not so with the World Youth Cup as it is held every two years, 
thus making the next competition in 1983. National youth coach 
Les Scheinflug is currently putting together his next squad to play 
the first qualifying round in December of this year. 

As State under 19 coach, let me explain the formations of this 


year’s Victorian youth team. 


With the 1983 World Youth Cup in mind it was decided that the 
Australian national championships in 1981 would be Played at 
under 18 level (qualifying date 1/8/1963.

This date is also the qualifying date for the World Youth Cup in 


As a result all boys who played for the State at youth level in 
1981 are available again for selections for the Australian youth 
titles in 1982. In other words, this year’s titles are being played at 


under 19 level. 


Because of this, the number of boys available for selections is 
far greater than in previous years, likewise the quality of boys

And what was the 
auspicious occasion? 
What could move thou- 
sands of hardy tribes- 
men to stage impro- 
mptu marches in Oran, 
Sidi-Bel-Abbes, 
Ouzu and other loca- 
tions famed from the 
annals of the foreign /e- 
gion? 

It’s obvious. Al- 
geria has qualified for 
the World Cup Finals 
for the first time in its 
20 years of indepen- 
dent history, cele- 
brated last October.

The Algerians’ Soviet 
manager, Evgeni Rogov, 
praised his team’s tactical 
discipline. 

“There are many mar- 
vellous players in Africa 
nowadays, but most teams 
do not impress as cohesive 
units. 

“In vital moments: they 
collapse in chaos, but not 
Algeria. 

‘‘We don’t have very 
many of these crises any- 
rmore,’’ he said. 

A move to “stick with 
the locals’’ was defeated in 
Algerian football circles, 
and the “‘foreign legionnai- 
res’’, who regularly retur- 
ned home to World Cup 
Duty, provided the much 
needed international big 
time experience which 
was a prerequisite for suc- 
cess. 

Players such as Kou- 
richi (Bordeaux), Dja- 
doui) (Soucheaux), Man- 
sour (Montpellier), Ga- 
mouli (Nimes), Dahleg 
(Paris SG), Zidane (Court- 
rai) and Chebel (Besan- 
con) were on hand to work 
in with Belloumi, the 
quicksilver, immensely 
skilled winner of the ‘‘Gol- 
den Ball’’, awarded to Af- 
rica’s best footballer. 

In Angeria everybody, 
everywhere takes an inter- 
est in soccer, thus it can be 
expected that all of the 
nation’s resources will be 
mobilised for a successful 
showing in Spain. 

There are great tradi- 
tions for the sport, even 
going back to the days of 
French colonial rule, when 
players like Ben Tifour, Zi- 
touni and Mikloufi were al- 
ready world famous — in 
French colours.

when it spirited the Alge- 
rian pros out of France, 
setting up shop for a brand 
new unofficial ‘‘national”’ 
team in Tunis. 


Under the name of Free 
Algeria, this team played 
some 200 games prior to 
independence. 


In 1977 a major reorga- 
nisation of Algerian foot- 
ball was initiated by the 
Ministry of Sport. 

The financial basis for 
future success was assur- 
ed and the professional 
running of the squad estab- 
lished as a top priority. 

A change came over the 
league championship 
within two short years of 
the reforms. Players who 
previously never dreamed 
of less than six to eight 
dribbles every time they 
received the ball, suddenly 
started playing for their 
team-mates’ benefit, as 
well as their own. 

The first move towards 
this was the firing, as man- 
ager of Mekloufi, and his 
replacement by Blagoe Vi- 
dinic of Yugoslavia, a hard 
taskmaster, who deman- 
ded discipline and proper 
lifestyle from his players. 


As a first major result, 
in 1978, Algeria won the 
soccer event at the African 
Games, followed by a 
bronze at the Mediterra- 
nean Games the following 
year. 


At the Moscow Olym- 
pics it reached the quar- 
ter-finals and finally, 
under Vinic’s successor, 
Rogov, it took the World 
Cup hurdles in its stride 
and now is busy collecting 
its Spanish visas. 


The tipping is that 
among the Mundials’s 
“dark horses’”’ Algeria is 
the most threatening, after 
Kuwait.
